John Nichols, 83 years old, former 
^representative in Congraaa, who as 
mister opened the memonbleaMrioa 
of the 1(kIi;p mori' tlinn half a caatiuy 
ai;o, acted as master again, tfaeons 
were present from many Southern 
StalM, since the ceremony was pre- 
liminary to the opening hara on tfie 
1 1 :nh meeting of the Qnai Lodge of 
North Carolina. 

On the night of April 17, 1865, the 
city of Raleigh was occupied by Kil- 
intrick's division of Sherman's army. 
\/hen the Union soldiers on the out- 
skirts of the city learned of the assas- 
sioaHon of Lhicoln, the retaliatory 
measures were suggested and the ntfi- 
i ers liad difUcuIty in holding tiie men 
m check. While the civil population 
of Raleigh was unaware of the ass;is- 
aiattion and of the excitement animu;

regular meeting as usual, hut in the 
ntidst of it Capt. W. C. Whitten, of 
the Ninth Maine regiment. 4ftailed as 
prorost offloar infmrmad MHter Nich* 
ols of the assassination and rcci nested 
that the meeting bedismissed murder 
4at no gathering should add to the 
confusion when the news became 
generally knswn. The members dis- 
persed iminediafely, without the for- 
jaality of closing the lodge.

Kentucky has thraa years in wliu h 
to remove her illiteracy if the slogan 
-"No UUteracy in Kentucky in 1920" 
— ia raaltaed. If other counties work- 
ed like Chy and Leslie and Cumber- 
land, for instance, there would be no 
illiteracy in the State in 1918. In these 
three counties 1,967 persona learned 
to read and write in lOlti. In a num- 
ber of counties as many as KM) were 
taught and in some fifty men and wo- 
men learned to read and write. Dur- 
ing this winter, many citizens are 
teaching. Some editors are teaching 
and some doctors are teaching, some 
bankers, aoma lawyers and judges, 
some women and even children are 
teaching one to read and write. A 
woman m \'ers;iilles has taught 7 in 
her home. A little girl in Winchester 
has taught four colored illiterates. 
The President of the illiteracy 
commission, Mrs. Stewart, while di- 
recting the State-wide campaign with 
its heavy dutiaa, baa tani^t one, her- 
self, since November.
